DISTINGUISHED BUILDING ENTRIES REFLECT "FIRST CITY OF ARCHITECTURE” 


Approximately 300 Chicago 
Chapter members, guests and mem- 
bers of the public viewed the 
presentation of certificates to 
the 1982 Distinguished Building 
Awards winners. After an intro- 
duction of the program by Presi- 
dent Donald Hackl, FAIA, George 
Shipporeit, AIA, chairman of the 
1982 program,announced the archi- 
tect and project as each entry 
was projected on the 40' plus 
Columbus Drive Auditorium screen. 
The slides of the 1982 entries 
were testimony to the excellent 
quality of this year's entry pro- 
jects. "The standards of the en- 
tries were very high," commented 
the evening's guest speaker, 
Evans Woollen, AIA, 1982 Dis- 
tinguished Building Awards jury 
chairman, who also expressed re- 
gret that more of the projects 
could not have received awards.
